ON SHEEP RAISING. 

A request from a correspondent on 
the sheep raising industry has induced 
me to write on this important ques- 
tion. . 

A woollen mill is shortly to be 
built and operated. in the town of Ed- 
mjonton, and no doubt will do much to 
stimulate the farmers of this district 
tol go in more for sheey raising. . 

The Edmonton district is wel! adapt- 
ed for sheep raising, being very free 
from spear grass, and epidemic dis- 
tase. Sheep are among the most 
profitable animals kept on the farm, 
They mult"ply rapidly, and produce 
profit in ‘two | directions—wceol and 
lambs. Sheep do not require warm ex- 
pensive stables like any other kind of 
Stock;, a shed is a!l that is required ‘to 
keep off snow and storm. They winter

They are the only animals 
that will eat’ seeds and do their own 
grinding so effectively that none will 
ever germinate. c 


If farmers would divide their 'and in- 
to two fields which they intend to farm, 
and only crop one field each year turn- 
ing shecp and other stock’ on the other 
half, weeds would be exterminated 
cheaply, larger yields of giain and bet- 
ter would be raised with less Jand un- 
der cultivation and much hard work 
for man and beast saved as well as 
money. 

On many farms while the farmer is 
battling with the weeds in the fields, 
enough are growing in the fence corn- 
ers to seed his whole farm, Turn in 
the sheep and they will clean off every- 
thing within their reach. Tha fence 
corner is the home of the weed. 


Weed inspectors will never pe able to 
compel fatmers to keep down weeds. 
Noxious weeds are increasing on the 
highways as well as on the farms, 
If the government experimental farms 
would only try sheep for a test, as 
above indicated they. would demon- 
Strate to the world the only practical 
and easy way, of getting rid of weeds 
and weed i><pectors,

business in many localities. Many 
plans have ‘eer devised for keeping 
up the fertilitv of the soil. Soma Te- 
commend sunmer-fallowing, soma 
manuring and some seeding down. 
Manure }s all right os far. as it goes, 
but the quantity is too limited, no 
farmer can get! enough manura_ to 
spread over what land he farms every 
year (if be farms ‘o any extent), Sum- 
mer-fallowng will do very well for a 
time, but repeated. cropping will soon 
find the yield of grain decreasing and 
weeds Increasing. Seeding dov and 
pasturing with sbeep and other stock 
for a perod -vill also restore fertility 
to any worn-out so'! as well as clean 
out weeds, and farmers who adopt this 
plan, will soon find themselves on the 
high road to prosperity. 

In May, 1898, I wrote severa! articles 
which were ~u' lished in the Nor’ West 
Farmer on “sheep and weeds,” giving 
full information as to yields of grain 
and methods fo!lowed. Sinca then I 
lave tried several other ways vf sum- 
mer-fallowing without pasturing with 
sheep, but have never been abla to 
get zd of weeds or produce as heavy 
yields of grain-as I did or that occas 
Sion. 

Bible history shows that, dll down 
through the cr ‘ures the most notable 
men were sheep owners, or shepherds, 
and we can take a lesson, from the 
good old book.

Two-year- 
old wethers were sold for from $2.50 
to $2.75 per head and breeding stock 
and iambs could s«areely be given 
away. Wool was dull and only one 
buyer 1 the market. He thus had{ it 
all bis own way and some years 8c. 
was all wei got for oun wool. 

Then came the Kootenay boom, and 
the market began to look up. Sheep 
rapidly rose in price, and when the 
Klondike boom came they regained 
their normal price. 

But though “be market for mutton 
and wool was so low, sheep had been 
steadily increasing in numbers. The 
annual report of she department of 
agriculture for the Territories for 1898 
shows the following figures for the 
previous year:— 

Western Assiniboia—No: of ewes, 
95,232; No. of mates, 53,533; No. ‘of 
lambs, 35,235; total, 184,000; No. of 
flock, 35; average ¢izc of flock, 5,257; 
average weight of fleece, 6 Ibs. 

Southern A:berta--No. of ewes, 14,- 
184; No. of males, 8,946; No. of lambs, 
6,240; total, 29,370; No. of flocks, 32; 
average size of flock, 917.8; weight, of 
fleece, 6 2-3 lbs. 

There have been three lambings since 
1898, the year that these figures repre- 
sent, and it is safe to say that there 
are now in these two districts upwards 
of 400,000 sheep: 

The basal breed of ail our range 
flocks was the Merino. These were 
imported from Montara and Oregon. 
But we are anajion of, meat-eaters, 
and although the. wool comes handy 
and about pays tbe expense of the 
ranch, yet for p-ofits we depend on the 
mutton. Consequently, the Merinos 
have been crossed with bucks of the 
large mutton “reeds. Oxfords take 
first place. ‘Then come Shrops, Che- 
viots, Leicesters and CGotswplds about 
in the order named. These are im- 
ported mostly from Ontarto. And I 
may just here, say thajtj smace «.our 
Northwest government gives) a re- 
bate on the freight of imported pure 
bred bulls, I see mio, reason why they, 
shou'd no* do the same for pura bred 
bucks. x D 

There is no fear now about markets, 
In the old days we had to depend on 
Winnipeg alone, but British Columbia 
and the Klondike now, take all the 
mutton we produce and has still to 
from the United States. The 


import ‘ 
last two years have been fairly good 
for wool. ‘There are mbre buyers in 


the market now, and a large, mill hias 
been built at Medicine Hat, f 
should help us. Last) year the price 
ranged from 11 1-2c. to 13c. per ib. 

In conclusion, I may say, that, the fu- 
ture looks bright. We have a good 
mutton marke‘, the best medium woo! 
produced in the world, a fine climate, 
plenty of grass of the mght' kind, and 
sufficient water. There is only one 
drawback. The land regulations al- 
low sheep to graz° only in certain lim- 
ited portions of the range country. 
These parts are fictitiously _ called 
“Sheep Districts.” I say’ fictitiously 
advisedly, tor while catLiemen and 
horsemen are allowed) to homestead, 
lease and uy lands tn these districts, 
if a sheepmaa oversteps the bounds 
of his little district he is regarded as 
a trespasser and ordered to getf out. 
and we regard, it as a @Toss injustice 
thus to handicag a0 industry which 
will develop our range country faster 
than any other business.

THE WESTERN CROP. 

On Saturday the Manitoba Free 
Press published a forty-page edition 
dealing with the immense crop pros- 
pects in Western Canada. The Free 
Press estimate of the total yield of 
wheat is 52,000,000 bushels. ‘The issue 
contains correspondences from: the 
editors of western. papers outlining the 
prospects in the various districts. Tak- 
ing the west as a whole the promise 
is for @ record crop, and, should the 
fine weather of the present week (be 
continued Alberta will share in the 
attendant..prosperity,; 

Following is am interview. ou “the 
subject with Mr. T. T. W. Eready, 
president of the Winnipeg. Elevator 
Co., as published in tha issue; 

“The farmers of Western Canada will 
this year harvest the greatest wheat 
crop in the Instory of the country. The 
crop wili be a phenomenal one. We 
never lhad such a crop as this one 
promises to be, and up to the present 
moment it cam only be described as 
‘penfection.’ I do not, make - these 
statements at randoms or ag mere 
guesses, but J base them upon reports 
received from our agents who have 
travelled all over the west and who 
have carefully sized up the situation. 
We are, therefore, in touch with every 
part of the country. 

“The June official crop bulletin, -is- 
sued by the local government, -stated 
the total acreage under wheat in the 
province of Manitoba this year tb) be 
2.011,835. There 1s great difficulty in 
ascertaining the crop acreage in the 
Northwest Territories, as the Regina 
authorities do not’ issue a report, and 
it is in regard to the acreage there 
that nearly everybody 1s at sea, but 
after a very full and careful inquiry 
into the matter, I estimate the acre- 
age under wheat in the Territories this 
year to be 470,006. This makes a total 
acreage under wheat in Western Can- 
ada this year) of 2,481,835. i : 

“Some years the heads of wheat! are 
not large aad taper off aff the top, 
which then contain only small kernels, 
In other years the wheat! at the top 
ot the head 1s as large, as at ‘the bot- 
tom. Tbs is especiaily true this year, 
in size 
throughout, and taking, this in con- 
neciton with the fact that a remark- 
ably lange percentage of the seed, sown 
germinated, resulting in the stalks 
standing closely one against the other, 
I consider it a conservative estimate 
to place the average yield of wheat 
per acre throughout the entire west 
this year at 26 bushels. If the wea- 
ther conditions which have rirevailed of 
late continue up to harvest time I 
have no hesitation in saying thati{this 
average wil be realized, and in fact 
will probably be surpassed. I esti- 
mate that the total wheat! crop of 
Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories will this year reach the enor- 
mous total of 83,000,000 bushels. This 
surpasses all previous records, for, 
while we had a higher average per 
acre In 1887, when it was a fraction 
over 32 bushels to the acre, the acreage 
under crop was comparatively small. 

“The estimate formed earlier in the 
season that 20,000 farm laborers would 
be needed to bardle this year’s bar- 
vest is, as a matter of fact, too small. 
There are probably 40,000 farmers in 
Manitoba and the Territories, and I 
find it hard to conceive of a farmer 
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who will not require at least one ex- 
tra farm hand to assist him in har- 
vest time. An estimaid of 20,000 
laborers means, you will notice, only 
one extra map to every two farms, 
and there are many farmers wha ‘vill 
each require five or more extra hands 
this year. Of course, if wer only get 
15,000 farm laborers from the east iwe 
will get the crop harvested, but it will 
mot be done as weil nor. as rapidly as 
it ougbt, +o be. My opiniow is thai if 
30,000 additional farm hands come in 
from the east’ for this year’s harvest 


' everyone of them can get work. 


_As to elevator , facilities, all I have 
to say isi that the Winnipeg Elevator 
Co., only’ a few days ago, completed the 
construction of three new elevators of 
27,000 bushels capacity; each, and at 
the present moment! we have a. 30,000 
bushel] clevator oi the most modern 
style and equ'pment under construc- 
tion at Fannystelle. We aro also in 
negotiation for the purchase of three 
others, If the branch lines of, railway, 
which are contemplated to be built this 
year, are constructed before harvest 
time our company, wiil build new, ele- 
vators at points along their route, 
probably about six in all. By the time 
the wheat begins to move we expect 
to have a total elevator, capavity of 
1,750,000 bushels. | 

“To sum up in a word, we are face 
to face with the question of harvesting 
and handling the biggest wheat crop 
ever raised on the prairie lands of 
Western Canada. AsI said before,“fhe 
yield is simply phenomenal] and barring 
accidents, will resuit in a harvest un- 
surpassed wm our ‘history.”

A full 
discussion ‘ook place and resolutions 
were passed al the meeting to urge 
the authorities to do whatever could 
be done in the matter. The secretary 
was instructed to communicate with 
Mr, O'ver and copies of the resolu- 
tion were to be forwarded. to bim. An- 
other subject which was incidenta!ly 
mentioned was the advisability of in- 
corporattng the towr of Wetaskiwin,

PROSPECTS IN YCRKTON DISTRICT. 

From the Enterprise; Since 1884, 
the first year ofthe York colony pion- 
eers, the crop outlook has never been 
So indicative of a heavy, combined, with 
an early harvest, which! after all is 
but a secondary source af income to 
the settlers of the Yorkion district, 
jbecause almost from its inceptign as 
a Settlement the colonists turned to 
stock raising rather than wheat grow- 
ing. None the less, wheat has not been 
meglected and as fine samples of 
hard fyfe are annuslly grown here as 
will equal the standards sey from 
year to year, with an avere ce per acre 
Ubat exceeds many parts af the older 
wheat producing areas. Tho produc- 
tion, of wheat bas received an impetus 
by the erection jast year of a flour 
mill of a, 75 barrel capacity, which has 
directly helped the producer in a tiwo- 
fold manier, namely, saving of 
freight charges int the exportation 
of flour and saving rates on impourt- 
ation of flourf and rough teed, with 
the consequences that} farmers have 
received the currenti Manitoba mar- 
ket value for wheat and pay no 
more than Winnipeg prices, for flour 
bran or shorts; and as before stated 
with this encouragement, appealing 
at once to ‘he pocket, an increased 
acreage of wheat, 1s the outidome. 
There ts af large foreign, populatian,

BADEN-POWELL IN ENGLAND. 


In accord with the advice of - his 
physicians General Baden-Powell has 
returned to England, landing at Scutb- 
ampton on Saturady where he was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. 


In an Interview, the general 
said he did not’ care to  pre- 
phesy the end of the war. ‘It was 
easy “1 such/ a country for small 


roving bands to elude defeat or cap- 
ture. Nevertheless, he was inclin- 
ed to think that unless thera is an 
earlier dramatic ending, Boer resist- 
ance will have been completely 
crushed fn three or four months 
from now. Gen. Baden-Poweli spoke 
with respect and admiration for the 
Boer as an individual. He said; “They 
have been most, terribly misled. I do 
not think that time remote before 
the Boer and Briton will settle peace- 
ably side by .side and cordially work 
together for thet good, of South Af- 
rica.” ‘ 

Referring to Lord Milner's _ speech 
at Guild hall, he said that its effect 
must b= to give an object’ lesson 
in good government in South Afri- 
ca. He ‘added, “Lord Milner, ta 
whom the empire Owes an éeverlast- 
ing debt of gratitude, exactly hit 
the nail on the head. Once give the 
Boers to understand that they will 
be governed justly and wisely, and 
the rest will be easy. Depend upon 
it, in the end wej will win over- the 
Boer jto our side.”

NEW U. S. BATTLESHIP AFLOAT. 

On Saturday the “Maine” a new war 
vessel built to replace the one sunk 
in Santiago harbor was launched in 
the presence of a lange crowd’ of dis- 
tinguished persons. The new. vessel 
which has beeni under way for two 
years is a’ first\ class battleship of 
12,500 tons displacement, with a speed 
of 18 knots. Her matin battery will 
consist of four 12-inch guns, and her 
secondary battery will be i2 6-inch 
uns. The original Maine! had only 
6,682 tons’ displacement, a main 
fattery of four 10-nch guns and a 
secondary battery of six 6-inch guns.
